Education for Public Health 


R. Karl Evang. Dircetor 
General of Public Health 
in Nerway, and chairman of 


submit.ed a report to the 


'Ministey of Heath, contein- 


ing material on which a nun.- 
bor of vital reforms in tx 
country’s health services may 
be based. 

The main facts with which 
Dr. Evang concerns himself, 
are. in the first place. unsatis- 
conditions, 


sects, the water supply, dis- 
posal of garbage and refuse 
including sewage, and certain 
tionally, 

array 


dysentery, tuberculosis, 
and otber diseases. In large 
measure, this factor is to be 
attributed to the rapidity of 
immigration minus sufficient 
health screening. 

In general, according to his 
report, the population is not 


“sanitation-minded,” even 
though it is, to a degree, 
“disea a minded.” In a - 


try abounding with so many 
health hazards the need for 
adequate public education is 
obviously an important task, 
by no means confined to new 
immigrants. Even in places 
with a comparatively high 
standard of living, the neg- 
lect of elementary rules of 
personal hygiene has been 
observed. 

The medical and nursing 
personnel comes in for much 
praise, whereas the number 
of hospitals and laboratories 
is stated to be inadequate 
for minimum local require- 
ments and wholly insufficient 
for any emergency, especially 
in the absence of local pub- 
lic health services. In gene- 
ral, Dr. Evang seems to feel 
that Israel's medical profes- 
sion should be more concern- 
ed with preventive medicine 
and health control. 
Complicated Administration 

Lastly, the report stresses 
that much time and work 
has been wasted by an un- 
necessarily complicated, part- 
ly overlapping system of me- 
dical - organizations and in- 
stitutions, and that there 
seems to be no over-all 
long-term plan.

Medical legislation is an- 
cther important subject with 
which the report deais, point- 
ing out that the ordinances 
and regulations introduced 
during the Mandatory period 
are no longer adeqgate. Legis- 
lation should be adjusted to 
varying local conditions and 
cultural standards. One of 
the more urgent tasks is the 
definition of the health res- 
ponsibilities of rural and ur- 
ban authorities and of the 
State: such regulations should 
be as fiexible as possible, 
able to suit the kibbutz as 
we'll as the Yemenite settic- 
ment or Tel Aviv. In this 
direction, the report contains 
a number of valuable sug- 
gestions, and stresses the edu- 
cational effect of new, com- 
prehensive legislation.
